down as a councillor immediately 
after the scandal emerged. 

And on Monday, McFarlane, of 
Spitfire Close, Chatham, appeared at 
Medway Magistrates’ Court. The 52- 
year-old pleaded guilty to one charge 
of obtaining benefits dishonestly and 
asked for a further 17 dishonest 
claims to be taken in to account. 

The court was told McFarlane 
claimed £3,544 in jobseeker’s 
allowance, £173 in housing benefit 
and £51 in council tax benefit. 

Magistrates gave McFarlane a two- 
year conditional discharge and 


ordered him to pay costs of £150, 
payable within 14 days. Medway 
Council officials said they would now 
seek to recover the housing benefit 
and council tax overpayments. 

Speaking yesterday, McFarlane 
refused to apologise to the Medway 
taxpayers he conned, saying: “I have 
no comment to make. I made my com¬ 
ments in court. I’m glad it’s all over.” 

Magistrates heard how McFarlane 
failed to declare on his benefit applica¬ 
tion form that he had received an 
annual members’ allowance - in 
excess of £8,000 per year - from 
Medway Council since he was elected

Photo arrest man 
expects apology 


A KEEN amateur photog¬ 
rapher who was arrested 
after taking a picture of a 
police officer believes he is 
due to receive an apology - 
but the force said it is still 
looking into the incident. 

Officers arrested Alex Turner out¬ 
side Snappy Snaps, in Chatham 
High Street, and told him he was 
suspected of being a terrorist. 

He had been taking shots of the 
area when police approached him 
and demanded to know what he was 
doing with a camera, following a 
complaint from two men who said 
they were with Medway Council. 

The officers arrested Mr Turner 
when he objected to the line of ques¬ 
tioning and took a picture of a female 
Police Community Support Officer. 

With dozens of shoppers looking 
on, he was taken along the High 
Street, placed in the back of a wait¬ 
ing police van and told he was being 
held under the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act 2000. 

At the time, he said: “As I was 
arrested I was handcuffed. I asked 
why she had arrested me. She stated 
because I had taken a photograph of 
her and that she considered this to 
be an unlawful obstruction. 

“After a short time I was led up the 
High Street and detained in a police 
van for about 20 minutes.” 

More officers, this time in plain 
clothes arrived, and after a discus-

sion between the officers, Mr Turner 
was ‘de-arrested’ and told he was free 
to go. 

He said the female officer said she 
was “intimidated” by Mr Turner’s 
size - he is 5ft llin and weighs about 
12 stone. 

But the incident left him shocked 
and angry that something like that 
could happen on Britain’s streets. 

He said: “It left me upset, embar¬ 
rassed and traumatised.” 

He lodged an official complaint 
with the force’s professional stan¬ 
dards department and now Mr 
Turner claims he has been told he is 
to get a formal apology. On his online 
blog, Mr Turner said his wife had 
received a call from police. 

He wrote: “They were ringing to let 
me know my complaint has been 
upheld. The only details I have right 
now is the phrase ‘unlawful arrest’ 
and that they want to say sorry.” 

He did take the case to the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission, which decided the mat¬ 
ter should be dealt with internally by 
Kent Police. 

But it seems far from over. 

A spokesman said: “Kent Police 
can confirm that Mr Turner has been 
updated on the internal investiga¬ 
tion. The investigation is ongoing 
with the professional standards 
department and it would not be 
appropriate to comment at this 
time.” 
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Dave feels the benefit 
of roadshow advice 

A CHATHAM man is £2,000 better 
off, thanks to a shopping trip. 

Dave McCann is to receive an extra 
£39.20 a week after visiting Medway 
Council’s benefits roadshow stand. 

The 50-year-old, who has been reg¬ 
istered disabled for two years, came 
across the stand in the Pentagon 
Centre where he discovered he was 
eligible for more support. 

Medway Council’s advice means he 
will no longer have to pay £200 a year 
in optician’s fees and will also receive 
free dental care. 

Mr McCann said: “The extra bene¬ 
fits have made a real difference, espe¬ 
cially paying my bills.” 

Five-year plan targets 
special needs pupils 

COUNCIL chiefs in Medway have 
unveiled a five-year plan to improve 
the standard of education for children 
with special needs. 

The key aim of the proposal is to 
provide a better network of support, 
inside and away from school. 

This will be achieved by working 
with organisations such as the 
National Autistic Society to develop 
the care received inside mainstream 
and specialist schools. 

Other developments include reno¬ 
vating the St Werburgh Primary 
School and Marlborough Centre, pro¬ 
viding extra places and building a 
primary school for the hearing 
impaired.

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Academy pupils protest 
over'fights and racism'

FRUSTRATED Strood Academy 
pupils staged a sit-in protest after 
complaining of a rise in fights and 
racist attacks since the school was 
formed. 

The 20-strong group of schoolgirls, made up of 
year ten and 11 students, refused to attend 
classes last Thursday morning until their con¬ 
cerns were heard. 

Academy principal Richard Hart and senior 
staff met with the protesters and listened to 
their complaints. 

The youngsters said a range of problems had 
arisen since the academy was formed from the 
merger of Temple boys’ school and Chapter 
school for girls. They said there were daily 
fights, constant racist attacks and that teachers 
did not want to teach. 

Unbearable 

Student Amy-May Fowle said: “The fights are 
just getting unbearable. There are two or three 
a day on the field. 

“The teachers don’t want to teach - it’s a com¬ 
plete nightmare. We never wanted to be here. 
We just want to go back to our old school. 
There’s no control here, the kids just do want 
they want.” 

Classmate Sam Gardner said: “This place is a 
nightmare. We just want people to see what it’s 
like. The school is doing nothing to sort out the 
problems. There’s lots of racism and it’s getting 
worse.” 



She claimed a boy in year seven was hospi¬ 
talised after he suffered a broken nose, jaw and 
ribs. The girls were supported by their parents 
after they told them of their plans the night 
before the protest. 

Karen Fowle, mother of Amy, said: “We’re 
backing the girls. It’s been terrible for them 
since the new academy opened.” 

Principal Richard Hart said: “Some year ten 
and 11 girls held a well-mannered protest on 
Thursday morning. I then met them along with 
other senior staff and listened to their con¬ 
cerns. The matter has now been satisfactorily 
resolved.” 

Strood Academy opened on September 1. TV 
presenter Loyd Grossman, famed for hit shows 
such as Masterchef and Through the Keyhole, 
spoke at the opening ceremony, held a month 
later. 

Mr Grossman is chairman of the academy’s 
lead sponsor, the University for the Creative 
Arts. The academy has 1,500 students on its 
books across the two sites, the former Chapter 
and Temple school. 

A new £30 million building will be construct¬ 
ed at the Temple site by 2012, marking the final 
stage of the merger. It will specialise in maths 
and business and enterprise.

Police hunt thug 
after schoolgirl 
stabbed in back 

A TEENAGE thug is being sought by 
police in connection with a cowardly 
attack on a young schoolgirl. 

The man, thought to be about 18 years 
old, struck Strood Academy pupil Jade 
Sullivan in the back as she walked home 
along Carnation Road at 3pm on 
Wednesday, November 25. 

Jade, 14, suffered a small wound - ini¬ 
tially thought to be caused by a knife - in 
her lower back and was taken to hospital 
where she remained overnight. 

Neighbours described chaotic scenes 
outside the school before the teenager 
was taken to hospital with a puncture 
wound. 

One woman, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “There were police every¬ 
where. They even had a helicopter cir¬ 
cling overhead looking for the person. I 
don’t know what was going on, but it’s 
pretty scary.” 

Isolated 

Chief Supt Steve Corbishley of 
Medway police said: “This was an isolat¬ 
ed incident. Fortunately the girl was not 
seriously injured, but she was kept in 
hospital overnight as a precaution. 

“Officers have spoken to the teenager 
who explained she felt a sharp pain in 
her back, but is unable to say what it 
was caused by. 

“There have been assumptions it was a 
knife. That does not appear to be the 
case, but it is unknown exactly what 
caused this small cut. 

“This was a busy time of the day, with 
many people using Carnation Road to 
collect children from nearby schools. 

“If anyone saw an assault take place or 
saw a man running away at about 3pm, 
they should call the police on 01634 
792323 or Crimestoppers, anonymously, 
on 0800 555111.” 


McFarlane in 
benefit fraud

in May 2007. McFarlane called 
Jobcentre Plus on August 12,2008, 
to make his first fraudulent benefit 
application for JSA. 

He visited the JobCentre Plus 
offices in Chatham two days later 
and completed his statement to 
verify the information provided 
during his phone call, correct any 
mistakes and sign the declaration. 

On the form, McFarlane declared 
that neither he nor his partner 
were working and their only 
income was child benefit and that 
neither had any savings. He also 
failed to tell authorities he was 
paid an allowance by Medway 
Council when he made his claim. 

Message 

Finance boss Alan Jarrett said: 
“This prosecution sends a clear 
message that Medway Council will 
not tolerate benefit fraud of any 
kind. 

“It is completely unacceptable 
and we won’t hesitate to investi¬ 
gate, track down and prosecute 
those who cheat the system. 

“I would like to pay tribute to the 
investigation and legal teams who 
work tirelessly to make sure bene¬ 
fits go to the people who really need 
them.” 

A by-election was held in Luton 
and Wayfield in September after 
McFarlane’s shock resignation. 


Football's founding 
father is unveiled 


SCULPTOR Sam Holland has 
unveiled her latest work - a bronze of 
the Victorian founder of the Football 
League. 

Sam, from Upchurch, took four 
months to create the imposing figure 
of Aston Villa chairman William 
McGregor, who wrote to all the big 
football clubs proposing an organised 
league in 1888. 

The bronze was unveiled outside the 
Birmingham club’s ground by 
Football League chairman Lord 
Mawhinney at the weekend. 

Sam said she enjoyed creating the 
piece at her Medway City Estate stu¬ 
dio. “He was just a wonderful charac¬ 
ter to portray with his huge beard - a 
real Victorian gentleman,” she added. 

The piece was well received by the 
Aston Villa Supporters’ Trust, which 
paid for the work. 

The trust’s Peter Warrilow said: 
“Everyone thought the sculpture was 
marvellous. It will be a meeting point 
for years to come. He is perfectly in 
tune with his surroundings right in 
front of the directors’ entrance.” 

The bronze sees McGregor in a flow¬ 
ing frockcoat clutching the letter he 
wrote to the leading clubs of the day. 

It read: “I beg to tender ... the fol¬ 
lowing suggestion.. .that ten or 12 of

MEDWAY-born military press offi¬ 
cer Darragh McElroy is engaged in 
a hard-fought war of words in bat¬ 
tle-scarred Afghanistan. 

The media operations serviceman, who has 
taken up a six-month post in Helmand 
Province, has been working with the area’s 
independent news networks in a bid to smash 
terrorist propaganda. 

Darragh, part of 11 Light Brigade, based at 
UK Brigade Headquarters, said it was crucial 
to support local and national journalism in the 
country. 

“As reliable news spreads, the space shrinks 
for insurgents to spread misinformation and 
fear,” he said. 

“Providing people with accurate information 
also allows them to weigh what the 
Government has to offer and stands for 
against those who oppose it. 

“In partnership with the US Marine Corps 
in Task Force Leatherneck, we are able to sup¬ 
port the journalists by helping them travel 
across the province by helicopter to research 
stories and report on events.” 

Providing reliable, local news has been one 
of the core objectives of the Helmand 
Provincial Reconstruction Team (PRT). 

During the past three years the team has 
funded the building of a government-run 
media centre in the heart of Lashkar Gah, 


which opened this year. 

The new centre boasts a conference room, a 
meeting room and a work room, complete with 
phones, computers and internet as well as 
printing presses, providing a vital space for 
the journalists to work from. 

The UK has also funded 18-months of train¬ 
ing for local journalists and developed and 
equipped a Helmand journalists’ union. 

Speaking at a lunch with 15 journalists and 
high-profile army officers earlier this month, 
Darragh said it was important to build a rela¬ 
tionship with the news teams. 

He said: “The lunch was part of a rolling pro¬ 
gram of engagement with local media aimed 
at keeping local journalists and Helmandis 
abreast of recent events in their area. 


“It also gives the journalists access to those 
military and civilian personnel working on 
stabilisation and reconstruction initiatives.” 

With British support, there is now a bur¬ 
geoning community of journalists in Helmand 
working for national and international media. 

In 2001, there was one state-run radio sta¬ 
tion in Helmand, but in 2009 there are five, 
four of them commercial. 

The Governor of Helmand’s spokesperson 
Daud Ahmadi, who also attended the media 
lunch, said: “These gatherings are a way for us 
to strengthen our good relationship with the 
staff of the PRT and the military. 

“The act of eating together and exchanging 
ideas helps build our friendship. It’s a good 
way to better understand each other.” 



24-hour police operation results in 23 arrests 


A TEENAGE thug was one of more than 20 
Medway residents to be arrested during a 24- 
hour police crackdown on crime. 

The 17-year-old, from Chatham, was held in 
connection with two assaults in the White 
Road area. 

He was arrested as part of a day-long police 
clampdown in Chatham, codenamed 
Operation Vision. 

A total of 23 people were arrested through¬ 
out the day. 

Chief Superintendent Steve Corbishley, 
area commander for Kent Police in Medway 


said: “This was partnership in action - send¬ 
ing out a clear message to the public that the 
agencies that make up the Community Safety 
Partnership do listen and will act on concerns 
that are blighting their lives.” 

Among the other arrests were Antonio 
Shearer, 21, from Rochester, who was 
detained in connection with an incident at the 
Tap ’N’ Tin in Chatham. 

He was later charged with affray and two 
counts of assault. 

UK Border Agency also worked alongside 
Medway council officials to carry out checks 


on employers suspected of having illegal 
immigrants on their books. 

Three Chinese nationals aged 17,26 and 31 
were arrested at the New Jade Takeaway in 
Damley Road, Strood, on suspicion of immi¬ 
gration offences. 

Medway Council’s community safety chief 
Rehman Chishti said: “Operations like this 
are key to building trust in what the council, 
police and other agencies are doing to keep 
Medway safe. 

“That includes dealing with crime, anti¬ 
social behaviour, graffiti and litter.”

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Cricket is at art 
of former captain 

FORMER England cricket captain 
Michael Vaughan has combined his 
love of sport and art by creating a 
unique collection of work that is on 
display at Bluewater. 

But unlike most other artists, the 
35-year-old 2005 Ashes winner pro¬ 
duced his art by ditching the conven¬ 
tional paintbrush and picking up a 
bat and ball. 

Vaughan calls the unusual tech¬ 
nique ‘artballing’ and he bowls or bats 
a paint-covered cricket ball - just as 
he would on the pitch - onto a canvas 
placed on the floor or wall. 

The style, known as abstract expres¬ 
sionism or action painting, was popu¬ 
lar between the 1940s and 1960s and 
made famous by artist Jason Pollock. 

Vaughan - who retired from first- 
class cricket in June - said his paint¬ 
ings capture defining moments in his 
career and the drama of the much¬ 
loved sport. 

“At first it was a bit of fun,” he said. 
“But the more I got into it, the more I 
started to take it seriously. 

“I began collecting contemporary art 
about four years ago and then about 12 
months ago one of my friends told me 
about Martina Navratilova was using 
her tennis balls and racket to paint.” 

Vaughan decided to do the same and 
escaped to a warehouse in Yorkshire 
shortly after retirement to create his 
masterpieces. His work has already 
caught the eye of industry experts 
who have billed it as “Damien Hurst 
meets Jackson Pollock”. 

Vaughan said: “The paintings show 
defining moments in my career. One is 
the moment we won the Ashes in 2005.”

MOTORISTS’ groups have 
accused councils of using motorists 
as a “cash cow” after town halls 
raked in more than £6 million in 
parking fines over the past year. 

Findings published by the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance and the Drivers’ Alliance showed the 
total collected by Kent’s 12 district and bor¬ 
ough councils, and Medway, in 2008-09 was 
£6,399,532. 

The fines are levied for people parking ille¬ 
gally, such as on double yellow lines, and driv¬ 
ers who overstay on parking meters. 

Fines range from £50-70 and are halved if 
drivers pay up within two weeks. 

Despite this being £900,999 less than the pre¬ 
vious year, representatives from driving groups 
slammed the authorities for using motorists as 
a “money-making scheme” through on-street 
and off-street parking enforcement. 

Ian Taylor, spokesman for the Association of 
British Drivers in Kent, said councils are 
using the county’s motorists as a cash cow. 

“They’ve had the sense not to push it further 
in the recession and we’re thankful that some 
councils have frozen charges and offered free 
parking in some areas. But local authorities 
should not use fines to make money. 

‘We know they are worried about government 
grants being cut and so they are obviously con¬ 
cerned about funding, but at the same time they 
can’t rely on motorists to bring money in. 

‘We understand people can’t just park where 
they like and block roads and entrances, there 
has to be a penalty for that - I personally 
think perhaps the police should enforce it. 

“But councils use these penalties as part of 
their crusade to curtail car use and bring in 
funds. They estimate how much they will 
make each year out of penalty charge notices 
and use it as part of their budget. 

“If everyone became a law-abiding citizen I 
wonder what this would do to their finances.” 

Mr Taylor said part of the problem is the 
high charges councils levy in car parks across 
the county. 

“In some cases it’s cheaper to park in com¬ 
mercial car parks,” he said. “I live in Dover and 
the car park behind the Charlton Centre is 
commercially run and charges are almost half 
the price of the council-run car parks.” 

Councils say the cash raised from fines is 
used to pay for parking services. 

Figures showed Maidstone, Medway 


Canterbury and Tunbridge Wells councils 
brought in the most money from parking 
penalties. 

However, Maidstone, Medway and 
Tunbridge Wells have seen a drop in the num¬ 
ber of fines issued in the past year. But 
Canterbury City Council has risen by £18,098. 

Parking services manager Clive Metcalfe 
denied that Canterbury council was using 
motorists to make money. It is grossly inaccu¬ 
rate to suggest that issuing of penalty charge 
notices is designed for this purpose. 

“Penalty charge notices the council distrib¬ 
ute have fallen since the council took over the 
service in 2000, along with the number of staff 
engaged in the process. 

Recession 

“They are only issued when a contravention 
of parking traffic regulations occur.” 

He stated that money recovered from on¬ 
street parking fines contributed to the cost of 
providing the parking service which is carried 
out on behalf of Kent County Council. 

He added: “Income from off-street parking 
fines is controlled and managed by the city 
council and goes towards its general revenue 
account. It’s not a money spinner. 

“Our enforcement officers do not have tar¬ 
gets. The process is designed to ensure that 
traffic flows freely through the district without 
causing a hindrance, obstruction or damage.” 

A spokesman from Sevenoaks District 
Council, where figures showed a rise of £19,507 
in fines since last year, said they are issued to 


people who have chosen to park illegally. 

“The council has a legal duty to enforce park¬ 
ing restrictions which have been introduced to 
improve road safety, reduce traffic jams and 
keep our roads clear for emergency vehicles. 

“In recent months, the council has in fact 
been asked by communities to step up parking 
enforcement and, in accordance with their 
wishes, we have increased parking patrols in 
these areas by as much as 50 per cent. 

“Local councils, business groups and resi¬ 
dents have told us the additional enforcement 
has drastically improved parking problems in 
their communities.” 

He added: “It is difficult to compare income 
between 2007-08 and 2008-09, as the pricing 
structure for penalty charge notices was sig¬ 
nificantly altered by central government dur¬ 
ing this period. 

“The cost for less serious offences was 
reduced, while the cost of more serious contra¬ 
ventions saw an increase. 

“The income generated by penalty charge 
notices helps to pay towards the council's 
parking services.” 

These include payments for civil enforce¬ 
ment officers and putting restrictions and 
parking bays in place. 

But Peter Roberts, chief executive of the 
Drivers’ Alliance, insists parking enforcement 
across the UK has become a massive money¬ 
making industry. 

“We are seeing unscrupulous and target 
driven enforcement of parking laws where the 
penalties far outweigh the offence,” he said.

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Youth leader cals for - - 

curriculum change

POLITICS should be part of the 
schools’ national curriculum, 
according to the leader of the 
Kent Youth County Council. 

Rhys George, 18, told Yourpapers that edu¬ 
cation was key for young people to have a 
better understanding of the political system. 

“We are the next generation,” he said. 

“It’s so important that young people under¬ 
stand what’s going on so they have a voice. 

“The youth council has been pushing for 
political education to be on the syllabus at 
school for year seven pupils and upwards. 

Support 

‘We’ve got government ministers’ support 
and have been speaking to people to see what 
we can do.” 

His comments came as the newly elected 
members of the youth council were announced 
yesterday, naming the young people who will 
represent youngsters across Kent. 

There were 106 candidates battling it out for 
the 48 seats that were up for grabs and more 
than 30,000 people were expected to vote. 

Last year, around 30,000 people turned out 
to the polling stations, but this year, with the 
highest number of candidates standing ever, 
it was predicted to be even more. 

There were four seats available to repre¬ 
sent each of the 12 district or borough coun¬ 
cils and candidates could stand for election in 
the area they live or where they go to school 
or college. 

The youth council is made up of 48 elected 
members aged between 11 and 18-years-old, 
who meet 10 times a year in the council 
chambers at County Hall in Maidstone. 


Committee meetings are also held 
throughout the year to discuss ongoing cam¬ 
paigns and issues. 

They work closely with officers and mem¬ 
bers of Kent County Council, letting them 
know about the concerns of the county’s 
young people. 

Members of the youth council also make up 
the UK Youth Parliament to take county 
matters to the national forum. 

Already they have brought in a travel 
scheme called the Freedom Bus Pass which 
provides unlimited travel for young people in 
Kent for one payment per year of £50. 

It proved so successful in east Kent it was 
rolled out across the whole county last year. 

Rhys said: We work closely with members 
of KCC and the leader Paul Carter who helps 
us with our aims. 

“The youth council is apolitical though so 
we try and avoid getting too deep into politics 
when making decisions.” 

From next year, the youth council will also 
have more control over its own budget. 

Currently, members are invited by differ¬ 
ent projects and budget holders within KCC 
to represent the views of young people and 
recommend how money should be spent. 

But they recently advised on KCC’s overall 
budget which will be decided next Februaiy 
and the youth members’ views will be present¬ 
ed as part of that decision-making process. 

Rhys said he is excited about the year 
ahead. 

“I was elected a year ago and it’s been real¬ 
ly good fun,” he said. “I’m looking forward to 
seeing some new faces - it will change the 
dynamics of the group. 

“The new members will be really eager to 
go out and do things straight away.” 

Rhys, who lives on the Isle of Sheppey, said 
he always had an interest in politics, thanks

Gary Wright questions whether giving aid to illegal immigrants in Calais is the right thing to do this winter 



Is Kent Refugee Help making a 
difficult situation even worse? 


ARE we really doing the right 
thing taking blankets and clothes 
to illegal immigrants waiting to 
cross to the UK from Calais? 

This coming weekend, volunteers from Kent 
Refugee Help will travel to Calais to hand out 
clothes, sleeping-bags and blankets to immi¬ 
grants in the French port. 

I believe we should be asking Why?’. 

Kent Refugee Help is a registered charity 
which helps people who have been detained at 
the Immigration Centre in Dover. 

On the surface the idea of crossing the 
Channel to make sure the assembled migrants 
are able to survive the onset of winter can only 
be seen as a decent act of human kindness. 

Volunteer Kate Adams points out that it is a 
‘humanitarian crisis’ made worse since the 
French authorities in September tore down 
the wooded encampment area known as ‘The 
Jungle’ where up to 800 immigrants lived - 
waiting to smuggle themselves into Britain. 

But in September the French government 


demonstrated it would play a part in breaking 
the illegal immigration chain that leads from 
Africa to Britain by making it more difficult to 
‘live’ in Calais. So, why are British people 
going to Calais to help make it easier for ille¬ 
gal immigrants to stay there? 

It is getting cold and the hand-out (funded 
with a United Nations grant and working with 
the No Borders Network) has been timed to 
coincide with Christmas - which will mean 
little to most would-be asylum-seekers. 

These people are in France already, a fine 
civilised countiy. And if they care to retrace then- 
steps, the Mediterranean coast is far milder at 
this time of year. I was in Calais a month ago and 
there was still plenty of evidence of young people 
being corralled by police and fed by volunteers. 

And do not forget, the people of Calais have to 
suffer being the assembly point for immigrants 
with no interest in their community. 

Sangatte was where ‘asylum seekers’ assem¬ 
bled between 1999 and 2002, just a few miles 
away. There the French Red Cross ran a camp 
for the assembled mass. 

I visited it in 2001. Inside the giant hangar 


it was seething - overflowing lavatories and 
overcrowding. I learned the people all had a 
common dream: a better life in Britain. 

A lad in his late teens shared his heart- 
wrenching story of a tortuous four-week jour¬ 
ney across two continents, hiding in ships and 
trucks, being met and moved on to the next leg 
thanks to $10,000 paid by his father to people- 
traffickers. He was now just 22 miles from his 
goal. I understood his desperation. 

But I also met people who lived in Sangatte, 
which has a population of just 800. They were 
outnumbered two-to-one by would-be asylum 
seekers. They were overwhelmed - and their 
homes, land and quality of life were, too. I 
understood their desperation. 

I don’t doubt the sincerity of Kent Refugee 
Help, but it needs to be careful. France, like the 
rest of the EU, wants asylum seekers to stay in 
the first safe countiy they reach and the chain of 
economic migration broken. 

That means those organisations which rely on 
refugees for their work in Kent might be unnec¬ 
essary. We must consider carefully whether we 
should be encouraging people to stay in Calais.

Tell us a bit about yourself

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past five years. In 2004 15 people 
were diagnosed with HIV and in 
2008 47 were diagnosed. If HIV is 
left untreated, the immune system 
becomes weakened and is unable to 
fight off diseases which it would 
normally cope with - it is then a 
person is considered to have 
developed AIDS. 

Being diagnosed with HIV isn’t 
the same as it was ten or 20 years 
ago. Back then, people used to think 
of it as a death sentence as there 
was little that we could do for them. 

But now, there are many more 
treatment options open to them and 
if they are diagnosed early, their life 
expectancy can remain unaffected, 
and it needn’t lead to AIDS. 

The symptoms of being first 
exposed to the HIV virus are very 
mild and can easily be mistaken for 
cold or flu. But if you are in an 
at-risk group and you have these 
symptoms, you should let your 
doctor know as soon as possible. At 
risk groups are men who have sex 
with men, injecting drug users and 
people who have received treatment 
with blood products (although this 
mode of acquiring the infection in 
the UK has been very rare since 
1985) - HIV is passed on through 
bodily secretions (blood, semen, 
vaginal fluids or breast milk). 

If you have had cold or flu-like 
symptoms and you fit into one of 


these categories, you should get 
yourself tested immediately. The 
earlier treatment is given, the more 
effective it will be and the less of an 
impact it will have on your life. 

At Medway Maritime Hospital, we 
offer an open access 24-hour HIV 
testing service, from Monday to 
Thursday, so it couldn’t be simpler to 
get diagnosed and begin treatment. 
It’s vitally important that people are 
aware of the symptoms, especially if 
they are in an at risk group. 

Nationally, a quarter of people 
with HIV aren’t even aware of it 
and aren’t receiving any treatment. 
If we’re all HIV-aware, then that’s 
something we can easily change.

Bovis Homes sees an 
encouraging sales boost 

BOVIS Homes achieved 1,488 private 
reservations in the year to November 13, 
an 83 per cent rise on the comparative 
figure for the same period in 2008. 

The group also says it anticipates 
legally completing around 1,800 sales in 
2009, of which 1,500 are expected to be 
private homes, compared with 1,223 a 
year earlier, and about 300 social homes, 
compared with 594. 

In addition, private sales prices have 
seen “a modest improvement” since the 
end of June and Bovis expects to 
increase the value of its existing land 
bank, while continuing to proceed with 
land purchases. 

Also Barratt Developments reported it 
is shying away from the apartment mar¬ 
ket to focus on building houses. 

According to the firm, banks and build¬ 
ing societies are wary of lending on 
apartments because of oversupply and 
pre-credit crisis mortgage scams that 
involved property valuations being 
deliberately inflated.

The politics behind getting 
your planning permission 


RESIDENTIAL property develop¬ 
ers are less likely to get planning 
permission for developments in 
Tory-controlled local authorities, 
according to law firm McGrigors. 

They say developers who want to increase 
their stock should act quickly if they are in a 
Labour or Liberal Democrat district, in case 
the Conservatives win the next round of local 
elections. 

Research by the law firm shows that over 
the last year Tory councils approved an aver¬ 
age of 63 per cent of planning applications for 
major housing developments compared to 69 
per cent in local authorities not under 
Conservative control. 

McGrigors said this was significant as 
Conservatives control is most heavily concen¬ 
trated in the south east of England where 
housing shortages are the most acute. 

The research also found that 60 per cent of 
Local Planning Authorities with the lowest 
percentage of planning permissions granted 
for major housing developments are run by 
the Conservatives. 

McGrigors warned that if the Conservatives 
increased their 51 per cent control of UK coun¬ 
cils at the next election then it could become 
harder for developers to obtain planning per¬ 
mission. This, it said, meant Britain could face 
the risk of more severe housing shortages in 
the long term. The firm advised developers to 
make planning applications before the May 
elections in order to maximise the chances of 
obtaining consent. 

Suzanne Gill, partner at McGrigors, said: “A 
slow and expensive planning approval process 
has contributed to a lack of new housing and,

in part, to the boom and bust of property 
prices. 

“Shortages of new homes are not restricted 
to metropolitan areas. In many rural areas 
people looking to buy for the first time are 


being priced out of their local community 
because of the lack of new, affordable housing.” 

“Developers are wondering how a change in 
government will impact planning policy. There 
is a concern that a tightening of planning reg¬ 
ulations will impact on their ability to deliver 
projects and make housing a less attractive 
part of the construction market.”

Nissan shows that cool 
car is hip to be square 

NISSAN is hyping interest in its new 
Cube in the hope it can become a cult car 
like the Fiat 500 and BMW Mini. 

It already enjoys that status in its 
native Japan and UK customers can 
judge whether a car can be cool as well as 
square when it arrives here in January. 

It defies categorisation, but is closest to 
being an MPV with a huge cabin allowed 
by a long wheelbase that has moved the 
wheels to the extremities of the cubic 
design.

Honda gives an insight 
into future of motoring 


INSIGHT is a good name for a 
ground-breaking car, except that 
the latest incumbent aims be as 
conventional as possible. 

The original Insight (2000-2005) arrived 
when petrol-electric hybrids were frontier 
technology. Slippery aerodynamic coupe lines 
made it look futuristic, but it was never going 
to storm the market with just two seats and a 
bootload of batteries. 

Honda’s hybrid ambitions were also carried 
briefly by the Civic IMA (Integrated Motor 
Assist) saloon, but it never bested Toyota’s 
rival Prius. 

Its Insight replacement is more convincing 
with a bigger cabin, hatchback rear and a 95 
per cent rebuild of the IMA powertrain, which 
slashed bulk and manufacturing costs to level 
the playing field against conventional eco 
rivals like the Golf BlueMotion and Focus 
ECOnetic diesels. 

Priced from £15,990, with low depreciation, 
Benefit in Kind taxation and everyday running 
costs, it should average well over 60mpg - ver¬ 
ified by my week with the car - and adds up

financially against the above rivals. It also 
undercuts its Prius arch-rival (from £18,590), 
though you still pay £35/road tax as C02 emis¬ 
sions are not low enough to reach the free zone. 

Expect it to be bulletproof too, with Honda 
stating the batteries will outlast the car itself. 

A genuine five-seat cabin with flat rear floor 
means the centre back passenger does not feel 
cramped and a 408-litre boot also beats most 
rival family hatchbacks, but falls short of the 
slightly longer Prius (446). 

It is not a stunning car to drive though and 
gearchanging is managed by a smooth contin¬ 
uously variable (CVT) gearbox, but we are 
entering an era of lower emissions and energy¬ 
saving tyres. At least you get an eye-catching 
dash, with aids to extract the best environmen¬ 
tally and financially from a new 87bhp 1.3-litre 
engine and 12bhp electric motor combining to 
offer 0-62mph in a respectable 12.5 seconds. 

The latter looks pathetic on paper, but elec¬ 
tric motors offer lots of grunt versus weight 
and virtually instantaneous power, not that 
the Insight encourages racy driving; whether 
you press the ‘Econ’ button for ultra-green 
mode or not you soon learn to use the throttle 
sensitively for a green glow of eco success.

Weston hopes cup win will 
breed confidence in league

CURTIS Weston believes Gillingham’s FA
